Sib : The ordinary revenues of this Department for the Financial con- 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1870, were $19,772,220 65, and ^**"°' 
the expenditures of all kinds, $23,998,837 63. For the 
year ended June 30, 1869, the ordinary revenues were 
$18,344,510 72, and the expenditures, $23,698,131 50. The 
increase of revenue for the year 1870 over the year 1869 was 
$1,427,709 93, or 7.78 per cent., and the increase of expend- 
itures, $300,706 13, or 1.32 per cent., showing a net increase 
in revenue of $1,127,003 80. The increase in revenue for 
the year 1870 over the year 1868 was $3,479,619 85, or 21.35 
per cent., and the increase of expenditures for 1870 over 
1868 was $1,268,244 98, or 5.57 per cent. The increase in 
revenue for 1870, as compared with 1869, was less than the 
increase for 1869, as compared with 1868, by $624,199 99 ; 
and the increase in expenditures for 1870, compared with 
1869, was less than the increase for 1869, compared with 
1868, by $666,832 72. 

If, in addition to the ordinary revenues, the Department 
be credited with $700,000, appropriated for free matter and 
the amounts drawn and expended for subsidies to steam- 
ship lines, it will appear that the deficiency provided out 
of the general treasury for the year 1870 is $2,814,116 98, 
as against $3,970,287 45 for the year 1869. 

The accompanying report of the Auditor fully sets forth 
the details of the financial operations of the Department.

The number of packages of postage stamps lost in the 
mails during the year was 15, representing $740 ; and of 
stamped envelopes 6, representing $178 30, being much 
less than the losses from similar delinquencies in 1869. 

CONTRACTS. 

There were in the service of the Department on the 30th Transportation 
June, 1870, 7,295 contractors for the transportation of the 
mails. 

Of mail routes in operation there were 8,861, aggregating 
in length 231,232 miles; in annual transportation, 97,024,996 
miles, and in annual cost, $10,884,653. Adding the coni- 
pensation of railway post office clerks, route agents, local 
agents, mail messengers, mail route messengers, and bag- 
age masters in charge of registered packages, amounting 
to $1,470,890, the aggregate annual cost was $12,355,543. 
The service was divided as follows : 

Eailroad routes : Length, 43,727 miles ; annual transport- 
ation, 47,551,970 miles -, annual cost, $5,128,901— about 10.78 
cents per mile. 
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Steamboat routes: Length, 20,695 miles; annual trans- 
portation, 4,122,385 miles; annual cost, $706,154 — about 
17.12 cents per mile. 

Other routes, on which the mails are required to be con- 
veyed with "celerity, certainty, and security:'' Length, 
166,810 miles ; annual transportation, 46,350,641 miles ; an- 
nual cost, $5,049,598— about 11.13 cents per mile. 

There was an increase over the preceding year in length 
of routes of 7,501 miles ; in annual transportation, 6,301,593 
miles, and in cost, $478,152. Adding the increased cost 
for railway x>ost office clerks, route, local, and other agents, 
$195,663, tiie total increase in cost was $673,815. 

The foregoing statements of distances and costs do not 
include service for "special" of&ces. There were at the 
close of the year 2,169 of these, each with a mail carrier, 
whose pay from the Department is not allowed to exceed 
the net postal yield of the office. " Special ^ routes and 
their carriers are included, however, in the number of con- 
tractors and routes as given above. 
^Rea^jnstment By circulars issucd in February last, the proprietors of rail- 
rontea poad routcs in the States of Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, 

Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Nevada, and California, and in the Ter- 
ritories, were requested to make returns showing the amount 
and character of the mail service performed on their roads, 
with a view to the readjustment of their pay for the con- 
tract term commencing on the 1st July, 1870. The sub- 
stance of the answers to these circulars is embodied in table 
E of the report of the Second Assistant Postmaster General, 
hereto appended, " showing the weight of mails, the speed 
with which they are conveyed, the accommodations for mails 
and agents, the trips per week, and the rates of pay per mile 
per annum on railroad routes in States and Territories 
(chiefly) in which the contract term expired June 30, 1870." 
The table embraces also returns from a number of routes 
in other States made since the publication of the last an- 
nual report, in cases in which the proprietors of the roads 
have claimed to be entitled, under the law, to increased 
compensation. The readjustment based upon these returns 
is shown in Table F of the report of the Second Assistant, 
also herewith appended, containing a list of 98 routes, of 
which the rates of compensation have been increased on 70, 
and decreased on the remaining 28. The net result is an 
excess of the present over the former amount of annual pay 
of $213,688 97. This very considerable increase of expense 
is attributable mainly to the increase in the size and import- 
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ance of the mails in the large section of which the new con- 
tract term commenced with the current fiscal year, requiring 
enlarged space and improved accommodations for their con- 
veyance and proper distribution. 

The Tables E and F are each accompanied, as usual, by 
an index of the titles of the roads, arranged in alphabetical 
order. 

The attention of Congress is again called to the necessity 
of a revision and readjustment of the rates of compensation 
established by law for the transportation of mails on rail- 
road routes. The managers of railroads insist that the pay 
awarded them under the operation of the act of 3d March, 
1845, is inadequate to the service required, and many of 
them have refused, and still refuse, to enter into contracts 
with the Department, alleging that they will not bind them- 
selves by a permanent arrangement at the present prices. 
The consequence is that on many of the most important 
roads the mails are carried as suits the convenience of the 
companies, and with but little regard to the public interest. 
Many complaints of inefftcient service, and, in some in- 
stances, of gross neglect on the part of railroad companies, 
have been made during the past year by some of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the country 5 but, notwithstanding the 
most active and persistent efforts to remedy the evils com- 
plained of, very little, if any, improvement has as yet been 
effected, the Department having no legal control over the 
time or manner of running trains, except in cases where 
contracts have been regularly executed. After a carefhl 
consideration of the subject, I am satisfied that the com- 
pensation fixed by law is not a fair return for the important 
services rendered by raUroad companies, and hence I repeat 
my recommendation that a readjustment of their pay be 
made by law, and that, at the same time, they be required 
to enter into contract with the Department as a condition 
precedent to drawing any increase of compensation. 

The preparation and publication of the series of post- Post-ronte 
route maps of the United States have been continued, during "*^*' 
the past year, under the supervision of the topographer of 
the Department. The map, in one sheet, of the mail service 
in the State of Maine, and of the connections with the adja- 
cent States and the Dominion of Canada, and also the map, 
in two sheets, of the States of Ohio and Indiana, have been 
completed, and copies are now being furnished to postmast- 
ers and other agents of the Department. The double-sheet 
map of the States of Michigan and Wisconsin is in the hands 
of the engraver, and is well advanced toward completion. 
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Drawings are being made for a map of the States of Illi- 
nois, Iowa, and Missouri, and the preparations for its pub- 
lication will be pushed forward as fast as the peculiar nature 
of the work will allow. Efforts will also be made to secure 
at least a provisional map of the Southern States, until 

! some more definite and correct system of survey shaU make 

I a more accurate one possible. The other maps, already com- 

pleted, embracing nearly all of the tier of Northern States, 
are, as usual, issued to all points where the demands of the 

, service require their use, and testimonials to their value con- 

tinue to be received. 
Pines and de- The amouut of flucs imposcd on contractors and deduct- 

' ions made from their pay on account of failures and other 

delinquencies during the last year was $100,375 32, and 
the amount remitted for the same period, $28,753 25, leav- 
ing the net amount $71,622 07. ' This shows an increase in 
the net amount of fines and deductions over the year 1869 
of $21,379 25, and a decrease in the amount of remissions 
of $15,197 74. The increase in the fines and deductions is 
not attributable to increased delinquencies, but to the fact 
that since the 1st April, 1869, the provision in mail con- 
tracts for a forfeiture of the pay of a trip when the trip is 
not made has been enforced, in conformity with the act of 
July 2, 1836. Since the adoption of this rule contractors 
have evinced a much greater amount of energy in their 
efforts to carry the mails through to the points of destina- 
tion. 
Mail bags, locks, Appended to this report is a table showing in detail the 
and keys. numbcr, description, and cost of mail bags, locks, and keys 

purchased and issued during the year. The total number 

of new mail bags purchased and put into service was 63,960. 

Of these, 54,000 were for the transmission of printed matter 

and 9,960 for letter mails. Their aggregate cost was 

$106,197 50. During the preceding year the total number 

of mail bags purchased and issued was 55,400, of which 

47,000 were for printed matter and 8,400 for letter mails ; 

and their aggregate cost was $89,420. 

Throueh mails The through-mail tables herewith submitted make a favor- 

San Francisco— able exhibit as to the average speed and regularity with 

Now Orleans, which the mails have been conveyed over the line — 3,307 

miles long — ^between New York and San Francisco, during 
the year ending with the month of September 1870. They 
show that of 718 mails carried through, for the whole period, 
to San Francisco from New York, 573 were conveyed within 
the schedule time, and only 145 behind time; and that of 
352 mails carried through to New York from San Francisco, 
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280 were conveyed within the schedule time, 72 behind time^ 
and only 34 of these a day or more behind time. The aver- 
age time, going west, was 175 hours 52 minutes, or 7 days 7 
hours and 52 minutes; going east, 172 hours 44 minutes, or 
7 days 4 hours and 44 minutes. The shortest time, going 
west, was 144 hours 40 minutes; going east, 159 hours 10 
minutes. The records from which these tables are compiled 
show that, generally, three mails a day are dispatched from 
Few York for San Francisco — one in the morning and two 
in the afternoon; the average schedule time of the afternoon 
mails being nearly 7 days, and of the morning mail nearly 7^ 
days, a single train a day being run west of the Missouri 
Eiver, the departure of which is arranged to connect with 
the train making the latest afternoon departure from Few 
York. From San Francisco but a single mail a day is dis- 
patched for ISTew York, of which the average schedule time, 
allowing for the intermission of Sunday service east of the 
Missouri Eiver, is about 7 days SJ hours — only 1 hour and 
14 minutes less than the average time actually attained. 

Between l^ew York and New Orleans, the double daily 
service established in March 1869, and mentioned in the 
last annual report, has been continued during the year end- 
ing with the month of September last, one of the mails 
being transmitted over the Southwestern route, via Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia; Lynchburg, Virginia; and 
Knoxville, Tennessee; and the other over the Western 
route, via Cincinnati, Ohio; Louisville, Kentucky; and 
Humboldt, Tennessee. The tables show that of 363 mails 
carried through, for the whole period, to New Orleans from 
New York, by the Southwestern route, 214 were conveyed 
in schedule time, and 149 behind time, the average time being 
92 hours 40 minutes — an excess of about 6 hours 30 minutes 
over tbe average schedule time; and that the shortest time 
going south was 84 hours 54 minutes. Of 363 mails carried 
through, by the same route, to New York from New Orleans 
221 were conveyed in schedule time, and 142 behind time, 
the average time being 96 hours 30 minutes — an excess of 
about 10 hours 30 minutes over the average scbedule time; 
and the shortest time going north was 85 hours 30 minutes. 
On the Western route, of 356 mails carried through, for the 
whole period, to New Orleans from New York, 121 were con- 
veyed in schedule time, and 235 behind time, the average 
time being 89 hours 40 minutes — an excess of about 8 hours 
40 minutes over the average schedule time; and the short 
est time going south was 75 hours 45 minutes. On the same 
route, of 308 mails carried through, for the whole period, to 
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New York from ]Srew Orleans, 126 were conveyed in schedule 
time, and 182 behind time, the average time being 88 hours 
16 minutes — an excess of about 10 hours 45 minutes over the 
average schedule time; and the shortest time going north 
was 77 hours. Compared with the showing for the period 
from March to September 1869, inclusive, in the laBt annual 
rexx>^9 ^^^ present returns make the average time by the 
Southwestern route to be greater than it was then by 3 hours 
11 minutes, going south, and 5 hours 31 minutes, going 
north; and by the Western route, less than it was then by 
3 hours 33 minutes, going south, and 1 hour 58 minutes, 
going north. The former is still entitled to the credit, how- 
ever, of carrying through the greater proportion of mails 
within its schedule time; and when in time, its mails going 
south reach their destination simultaneously with those 
which are a train behind time '(nearly two-thirds of the 
whole number) on the Western route, with the advantage of 
a departure several hours later from New York. 

Mail depreda- During the past year 3,071 cases of loss by mail depreda- 
tions, of which 1,574 were of registered letters^ were reported 
to the Department, involving losses in bonds, drafts, and 
money to the amount of $1,393,768 21, a considerable por- 
tion of which has been recovered. The number of arrests 
for violations of the ]>ostal laws was 143, and the number of 
convictions of those who were brought to trial 54, the re- 
mainder being released on bail, acquitted, or held for trial. 
The Department is constantly availing itself of all the 
means within its reach to give perfect security to the mails, 
and to bring to justice any of its employes who yield to the 
temptation to violate the trust reposed in them. 

RaUway post A Statement hereto appended shows that the number of 
offices. railway post office lines in operation on the 30th June last 

was 41, extending in the aggregate over 8,252 miles of rail- 
road and steamboat service — ^an increase of 4 lines and 1,051 
miles over the preceding year. The number of clerks em- 
ployed was 375, at an annual cost of $442,600. The number 
of clerks employed during the previous year was 324, and 
the amount expended in compensation was $384,300. Upon 
1,571 miles this service is performed twice daUy, making a 
total equal to 9,823 miles each way daily. This gives, count- 
ing both ways, an aggregate service of 19,646 miles daily, 
and 6,296,078 miles annually. This is exclusive of the Union 
Pacific Eailroad line from Omaha to Ogden, although, prior 
to the close of the last fiscal year, arrangements were made 
with the authorities of that line for the introduction of the 
system, in pursuance of which it was practically put in force, 
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to some extent, during the year. The arrangements have 
been consummated recently, and the line is now in full oper- 
ation. It is 1,032 miles in length, and service is performed 
seven times each way weekly, making 2,064 miles daily, and 
753,360 miles annually. The number of clerks employed on 
the line is 30, at the annual compensation paid to clerks on 
the principal lines. In addition to this, arrangements for 
this improved service have been made with several leading 
trunk lines, embracing in the aggregate 2,949 miles, upon 
some of which the service is now being introduced. The 
railway post office system sprang from a necessity. It was 
established to insure the transmission of the mails wltn the 
greatest possible rapidity, by assorting and distributing them 
while in motion, thus avoiding delay in local distributing 
post offices. The system has been found, in practice, to ac- 
complish all that has been claimed for it, and its usefulness 
has been clearly demonstrated by the test of experience. 

FOREIGN MAILS. 

The total number of letters exchanged with foreign conn- statistics. 
tries duriAg the year was 18,359,378, an increase of 2,869,378, 
or 18.44 per cent., over the number reported for the year 1869. 
Of this number 9,764,152 were sent from, and 8,605,226 were 
received in, the United States. 

The total postages on the letter mails exchanged with for- 
eign countries amounted to $1,964,564 48, being $50,618 67 
less than the amount reported for the previous year. This 
decrease was caused by the reduced rates of international 
letter postage established by recent postal conventions with 
Great Britain and countries on the continent of Europe, 
which came into operation on the 1st of January, 1870. 

The aggregate amount of postage, inland, sea, and for- 
eign, upon th^ letter correspondence exchanged with Great 
Britain, the North German Union, France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Switzerland, and Italy, was $1,445,942 60, 
being $57,830 45 less than the amount reported for 1869. 
The number of letters (single rates) exchanged in the mails 
with the same countries was 13,201,446, an increase of 
1,772,895 over the number reported for 1869. Although 
during one-half of the fiscal year commencing January 1, 
1870, reduced rates of international letter postage were col- 
lected on the correspondence exchanged with Europe, equal 
to 60 per cent, on letters exchanged with Great Britain, and 
33^ per cent, on letters exchanged with countries on the con- 
tinent of Europe, yet the increased correspondence yielded 
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a postal revenue within 4 per cent, of the previous fiscal 
year. 

The postages upon letters sent exceeded the postage on 
letters received &om European countries, in the sum of 
$33,897 32, the excess on letters sent being only 2^ per cent, 
of the entire postage receipts. The collections of postage in 
the United States amounted to $927,124 56, and in Europe 
to $518,818 04, an excess of $408,306 52, equal to 64 per cent, 
of the entire amount having been collected in this country, 
causing balances against this Department, on settlements of 
postage accounts with foreign post departments, amounting 
to over $200,000. It is confidently expected that the recent 
reductions of postage rates, with discriminations favoring 
prepayment, will induce a more general practice of prepay- 
ing postage abroad, thus equalizing international postage 
accounts, and relieving this Department of the heavy ex- 
penses paid in this and former years for premium and ex- 
change in transmitting postal balances in the money of the 
creditor country.

Great Britain, and countries on the continent of Europe, 
was $322,291 87, the steamships employed receiving the sea 
postage on the mails conveyed as fall compensation for the 
service.

From July 1 to December 31, 1869, the transatlantic mail 
service was performed hy steamships of the Hamburg, 
Cunard, Bremen, and Inman lines, sailing from l^ew York 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays of 
each week. The agents of each of these lines having de- 
clined to transport the mails for the reduced rates of sea* 
postage established by the additional postal convention 
with the United Kingdom, which went into operation on 
the 1st January, 1870, the service was for a short time inter- 
rupted; but new arraDgements were speedily concluded, on 
the basis of the reduced rates of compensation, for a regular 
semi-weekly conveyance of mails to Europe by the steam- 
ships of the Liverpool and Great Western Company, (Wil- 
liams and Guion, agents,) on Wednesdays, and by the steam- 
ships of the !North German Lloyd of Bremen on Saturdays, 
which were soon followed by an arrangement with the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Company, for an additional weekly 
service on Tuesdays, on the same terms, thus securing a tri- 
weekly dispatch of mails by steamers of average good speed. 
Formal contracts were executed with each of these com- 
panies for the conveyance of the mails during the term of 
two years, commencing January 1, 1870, and ending De- 
cember 31, 1871, copies of which are annexed. 

In the month of July last the steamships of the Korth 
German Lloyd and Hamburg lines were withdrawn fix)m 
service on their respective routes, and a temporary arrange- 
ment was made with the agents of the Inman line to con- 
vey the mails from New York on Saturday of each week, 
supplying omitted trips of the North German Lloyd line ; 
and after a period of nearly three months had elapsed, with 
no prospect of an early resumption of service by the steam- 
ships of the North German Lloyd of Bremen, I was con- 
strained to annul the contract with that company for repeated 
failures, and to make a permanent contract with the Liver- 
pool, New York and Philadelphia Steamship Company, (In- 
man line,) to transport the mails from New York, on Satur- 
days, for a term of two years, commencing October 1, 1870, 
and ending September 30, 1872, a copy of which is also an- 
nexed. 

At present, three weekly mails are dispatched from New 
2 
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York to Great Britain, by steamships of the Liverpool and 
Great Western, Gnnard, and Inman lines, sailing on Wed- 
nesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays, with an occasional ex- 
tra mail by steamships of the Gunard line, sailing on other 
days of the week. When the German steamships of the 
North German Lloyd and Hamburg lines resume their reg- 
ular trips, and the new steamers, of increased size and great 
speed, which have been tendered by the Oceanic Steam Navi- 
gation Company, of Liverpool, for the conveyance of the 
mails fipom New Tork on Mondays, are placed on the route 
between that port and Liverpool, there will be at least six 
first-class weekly lines of transatlantic steamships leaving 
New York for European ports, suflBicient to establish a reg- 
ular dispatch of mails to Europe on each week day, provided 
the sailing days of the respective lines can be so adjusted as 
to secure that desirable object. 

The United States postages on the mails conveyed to and 
from the West Indies, Mexico, Panama, South Pacific, and 
Belize, (Honduras,) amounted to $120,951 88, and the amount 
paid for the sea conveyance thereof was $72,450 84. 

The total cost of the United States ocean mail steamship 
service for the year 1870 (including $712,500 paid from spe- 
cial appropriations for steamship service to Japan and China 
to Brazil, and to the Hawaiian Islands) was $1,107,376 69. 
Service on The contractors for the mail steamship service from New 
receivfng^pedai York to Eio dc Jauciro, (Brazil.) and from San Francisco to 

Japan and China, have performed in a satisfactory manner 
the full service required by their respective contracts of 12 
round trips i)er annum ; but 10 round trips only have been 
made by the steamships of the California, Oregon and Mex- 
ico Steamship.Company, contractors for the monthly steam- 
ship service between San Francisco and Honolulu, (Hawai- 
ian Islands.) 
Increased ser- I respcctfully rcucw the recommeudation made in my last 
Imf cbina^^fi^ rcport for an increase of mail service from monthly to semi- 
recommended, monthly trips ou the mail steamship route from San Fran- 
cisco to Japan and China. Impressed with the great 
national importance of maintaining this line of American 
steamships, and the necessity of providing increased facili- 
ties of communication with those countries in order to retain 
and extend the commercial advantages alreadj^ gained by its 
establishment, I felt it my duty to address a special com- 
munication on the subject to the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Eoads, under date of 
21st April, 1870, (Senate Mis. Doc. ]Sro. 125, 4l8t Congress, 
2d session,) in which statements were presented, obtained 
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from official sources, showing the growth of onr trade with 
Japan and China since this line was established, the amounts 
of correspondence transported, and the financial results of 
the enterprise. I beg to refer to that communication for 
the 8i)ecial considerations which render it expedient, in my 
judgment, to sustain this important national enterprise, and 
to ^express the hope that Congress will promptly pass the 
bill reported by the Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Eoads at the last session, authorizing an increase of 
the service to semi-monthly trips, under the same terms and 
conditions as the present monthly service. 

The recommendations made in my report of last year Legislation to 
relative to the necessity of some legislation to encourage the UBhrnenfof^aof 
reestablishment of American lines of transatlantic steam- c a n^^ steami^^ 
ships for the transportation of our mails to Europe, are re- ^®** 
spectfuUy renewed. 

During the year twelve postal conventions have been con- ^^<***^ SSSSSi 
eluded with foreign countries, securing important reductions during year. 
of postage, and otherwise improving our facilities for inter- 
national postal intercourse. The most important of these 
conventions, as regards reductions of postage, is the addi- 
tional convention with the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, of December 3-14, 1869, which reduced the in- 
ternational rate of letter postage between the United States 
and the United Kingdom from 12 to 6 cents, on and after 
January 1, 1870 ; 2 cents being designated as sea postage, 
and 2 cents as the inland postage of each country. The 
charge for the sea conveyance across the Atlantic of letters 
sent in closed mails through the United Kingdom was also 
reduced from 20 to 6 cents per ounce, or per 30 grams, net 
weight, which enabled this Department to establish reduced 
rates of international letter postage on the correspondence 
exchanged by closed mails through England with countries 
on the continent of Europe. Additional postal conventions 
were accordingly concluded with the Netherlands, Italy, 
Belgium, Switzerland, and the North German Union, re- 
spectively, reducing the letter postage to each of these coun- 
tries by closed mails, via England^ from 15 to 10 cents per 
single rate, copies of which are hereto annexed. 

The convention with the North German Union also reduced 
the single rate of postage on prepaid letters exchanged by 
direct steamers to and from Bremen and Hamburg, from 10 
to 7 cents, and simplified the mode of accounting between the 
two post departments. 

Postal conventions have been also concluded with the 
Empire of Brazil, the Hawaiian Kingdom, the Provinces 
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of Vancouver's Island and British Columbia, the Eepublio 
of San Salvador, and the Colonial Government of New Zea- 
land, establishing and regulating a direct exchange of cor- 
respondence with each of these countries and provinces at 
moderate rates of international postage charges, copies of 
which are also appended.

The second section of the act of July 1, 1864, directs the Bea^jiMtment 
Postmaster General to review and rea4jast the salaries of ^la^.*™****^' 
all postmasters once in two years, and in special cases as 
much ofbener as may be deemed expedient. In accordance 
therewith, the salaries of 28,492 postmasters have been re- 
viewed and reacyusted for two years from July 1, 1870.

The amount of fees or commissions received by postmas- 
ters from the public for the issue of orders was $235,235 80. 
During the year 1869 the aggregate amount of orders issued 
was $24,848,058 93 ; of orders paid and repaid, $24,654,123 
46 ; and of fees received, $176,190 90. 

A comparison of these items with the corresponding trans- Percentage of 
actions of the last year shows an increase during the year"****^®**** 
1870 of $9,206,125 78, or 36^ per cent., in the amount of 
issues ; of $9,273,801 33, or 37.6 per cent., in the amount of 
payments ; and of $59,044 90, or 33.5 per cent., in the amount 
of fees. 

The average amount of the money orders issued during 
the last year was $20 37, being 72 cents more than the 
average of the preceding year. 

The number of duplicate orders drawn was 7,175; of ifumber of da- 
which 7,058 were issued to replace originals lost or delayed ^S^^, 
in the mails, or otherwise ; 97 were in lieu of orders ren- 
dered invalid because not presented for payment until more 
than one year after date ; and 20 were substituted for orders 
made invalid in consequence of having, contrary to law, 
more than one indorsement. 

There were 1,645, at almost 30 per cent., more duplicates 
issued last year than during the previous year — an increase 
nearly proportionate to that of the entire money-order busi- 
ness.

The magnitude of the operations of the money-order sys- 
tem is well illustrated by the statement that, at the city of 
New York alone, the orders issued during the last year 
amounted to $660,258 39 ; the orders paid, to $3,871,516 11 ; 
the remittances received from postmasters, to $5,987,888 ; 
and the drafts of postmasters paid, to $3,430,581. 
itemittance of In consequcncc of the well-known tendency to remit money 
snrpitufirndB. ^^^ ^^^ smaller to the larger towns and cities, the small 

offices generally issue more money orders than they pay, 
and the larger offices pay more than they issue. To enable 
the latter to pay all orders on presentation, postmasters at 
the smaller offices are required to transmit, without delay, all 
surplus funds that accrue from the sale of orders to certain 
larger offices designated as their depositories. The amoant 
of such funds remitted to and deposited in the larger offices 
during the last year was $23,246,027 70. These remittances 
are made in registered packages by mail, when the post- 
master is unable to obtain national bank drafts, which is 
generally the case at small post offices. During the year, 
28 remittances, to the aggregate amount of $8,168 50, sent 
in registered packages, have been reported as lost in trans- 
mission. Of this amount, the sum of $2,511 50 was allowed 
before the close of the year, to the credit of the several post- 
masters who had remitted the same, after a thorough in- 
vestigation had been made of each case by a special agent 
of the Department, and satisfactory proof obtained that the 
lost remittance for which credit was claimed had been duly 
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counted, noted, secnrely put up, properly registered and dis- 
patched in a locked pouch, in presence of a disinterested 
witness. The sum of $825 was allowed after the termination 
of the last year and wiU be included in the expenditures of 
the current year. Claims for credit to the amount of $689 
were disallowed, and the remaining sum of $4,143 represents 
claims that are yet pending. The total amount allowed to 
postmasters during the year, for remittances lost in the 
mails, was $5,166 34, of which the sum of $2,654 84 was on 
account of losses during the preceding year. 

The loss of these registered packages containing remit- 
tances of surplus money-order funds causes no detriment 
whatever, either to the remitters or to the payees of money 
orders. It is the Department, and not the public, that suf- 
fers the loss resulting from the failure of such remittances 
to reach their destination. It will be observed that losses 
of thlB nature form a considerable item in the annoal expen- ' 

ses of the money-order system, although the total of such 
losses, $8,168 50, is very small in comparison with the whole 
amount of money remitted for deposit during the year« viz: 
$23,246,027 70. 

Postmasters at certain money-order offices where tne pay- 
ments are largely in excess of the amount received fcom 
orders issued, and from deposits from other offices, are 
allowed a credit to a designated amount with the postmaster 
at New York, which is drawn by installments according to the 
requirements of their money-order business. The amount of 
the drafts drawn against such credits during the last year 
was, as stated above, $3,430,581. 

Out of 1,675,228 domestic money orders paid during the Payments of or- 
year, it was claimed that payment of 19, of the aggregate fiSSd?^**^^ ^^ 
amount of $537 64, was fraudulently procured through forg- 
ery of the payee's signature, or by false pretenses. After 
a full investigation, the paying postmasters, in six of these 
cases, having been found at fault, were directed to pay to 
the proper owners, respectively, the amounts of the several 
orders, the total of which was $204. In seven cases, 
amounting to $178 50, the paying postmasters were not 
considered as justly responsible for the improper payment, 
and the Department paid that amount to the true payees. 
The remaining six cases, amounting to $159 14, are held for ' 
examination and report by special agents. 

The sum of $1,320,260 57 was transferred by postmasters Transfers of 

' ' money<oraer 

from the postage to the money-order account, to enable ^onds. 
them to meet orders presented for payment at times when 
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their money-order fbnds were exhani^ted. The transfers, on 

the other hand, from the money-order to the postal account 

amoanted to $1,827,163 47, showing at the close-of the year 

a balance against the latter account of $6,902 90. 

Extension of lu my ladt annual report additional legislation was recom- 

5Sr offi^s rec^ mended to authorize the extension of the money-order sys- 

ommended. ^^ ^ ^^^ fttatious or sub-post offlccs in the large cities, A 

bill containing a provision to that effect was introduced into 
the House of Bex^resentatives during the last session, but 
was not acted upon. The reasons which induced me to 
make that recotamendation have already been stated, and 
it is not necessary to rei>eat them here. The establishment 
of the money-order business at post office stations would, 
undoubtedly, prove a substantial advantage as well as a 
great convenience to residents of large cities and their cor- 
respondents. I therefore renew the suggestion that the law 
relating to the money;order system be so for modified as to 
permit the postmaster of any city which the Postmaster 
General may designate to issue and pay money-orders at the 
stations or sub-offices in the same manner as at the main 
office. 
International An international money-order system for the exchange of 
Sr^dS^sXpostal orders between the United States and Switzerland 
zeriand. ^^^ p^|. jj^^^ opcratiou September 1, 1869. From that date 

to the close of the fiscal year, the number of orders issued 
in this country payable to beneficiaries in Switzerland, was 
728, of the aggregate value of $22,189 70 ; and the number 
of orders paid in this country for sums remitted from Swit- 
zerland was 665, amounting in value to $20,450 92. The 
fees received amounted to $527 46, and the expenses to 
$94 77, leaving a net revenue to this Department of $432 49. 

Negotiations I^egotiatious are now in progress for the establishment of 
I'^rr^^an intemational exchange of postal orders between the 

rea n . -pj^j^^ States and the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland. It is hoped that a system of that kind will soon 
be inaugurated, and that it will prove highly advantageous 
to the people of both countries. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Growth of the The wouderful growth of the United States, in population 

United States fts / *r * 

iunstratedby the aud wcalth, Is Strikingly displayed in the rapid expansion of 
poSS*8ystcm!*°^ the postal system. To illustrate the unprecedented develop- 
ment of the business of the Post Office Department, I have 
had carefully prepared, from official sources, a tabular 'state- 
ment, hereto annexed, showing the number of post dffices 
and length of post roads in the United States, the annual 
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amount paid for mail traDsportaticm, and the amoantB, res- 
pectively^ of the postal revenues and expenditures, at periods 
of five yeaj^ firom 1790 to 1B40, inolusivey and in each year 
firoih 1840 to 1870, inclusive. 

In 1790 the number of post offices was 75, the length of 
post roads was 1,875 miles, the amount paid for transporta- 
tion was $22,081, the gross postal revenues wei'e $37,935, 
and the aggregate expenditures were $32,140. On the 1st 
of July, 1870, there were 28,492 post offices, the length of post 
roads waa 231,232 miles, the amount paid for transportation 
was $10,884,653, the postal revenue amounted to $19, 7 72,220 
65, and the expenditures to $23,998,837 63. 

In a plan for improving the Post Office Department, sub- 
mitted by Samuel Osgood, Postmaster General, to Alex- 
ander Hamilton, Secretary of the Treasury, bearing date 
January 20, 1790, and which it is stated was prepared ^^in 
obedience to the orders of the Supreme Exiocutive,'' the 
complaint is made that the postage on a single letter from 
Savannah to New York was thirty-three- ninetieths of a dol- 
lar, equal to 36f cents. In 1870, a letter is carried for less 
than one-twelftli of that sum between the most remote post 
offices in the United States. In 1790, the mails were con- 
veyed but tliree times per week between Boston and New 
York in summer, and twice in winter, occupying five days 
in transit, and only five mails per week were exchanged be* 
tween ^STew York and Philadelphia, requiring two, days in 
each direction, the weight rarely, if ever, exceeding the 
capacity of horse-back mails. In 1870^ thriee trips per day 
are made between Boston and Hew York, and six trips per 
day between New York and Philaddphia, of the average' 
time of eight hours tor the former, and three and a quarter 
hours for the latter; the daily weight of mails being 15,000 
pounds between New York and Boston, and 20,000 pounds 
between New York and Philadelphia. During the first year 
of President Washington's administration, the number of 
letters ^ansmitted in the mails did not probably exceed 
300,000, and the annual transportation was about 350,000 
miles* During the first year of the present administration, 
the number of letters carried in the mails could not have 
been less than 590,000,000, to say nothing of the immense 
amount of printed matter ; and the aggregate of distances 
traveled amounted to 97,024,996 miles. These comparisons 
are sufficient to exhibit the great advance wbieh tiiie United 
States have made in the short space of eighty years. The 
results are so astounding, that it seems impossible even at 
this ^y to predict the development to which our country

will attain by the close of the current century, of which only 
thirty years remain. 
^pftnkingpriv- In my annual report of December 1869, and i^ my letter 
'. dated February 26, 1870, addressed to Hon. Schuyler Colfax, 

in reply to two resolutions of the Senate asking for informa- 
tion, I had the honor to present my views at length concern- 
ing the franking privilege. In both those commnnications 
I argued against the longer continuance of that evil, and 
earnestly recommended its immediate and absolute repeal. 
My experience in the administration of the Post Office De- 
partment for the past year has strengthened my convictions, 
and has induced me again to call the attention of Oongress 
to the great abuses which have grown to be a part of the sys- 
tem, and to the uncompensated burdens which it imposes 
upon the service. I am thoroughly satisfied that if the 
franking privilege were repealed, and all matter passing 
through the mails charged with its fair share of postage, 
the Department would, in a short time, become self-sustain- 
ing. This assertion, when made heretofore, was warmly 
denied, and nothing was left but a resort to a demonstra- 
tion by figures. As already stated, the deficiency for the 
last year has been reduced to $2,814,116 98. Accurate 
accounts of the cost of free matter dispatched through 
the mails were ordered to be kept by all postmasters, for the 
six months beginning Ist January, and ending 30th June last, 
and the returns which have been received are now being ar- 
ranged and tabulated for submission to Oongress. I regret 
that, owing to numerous inaccurate aad incomplete returns, 
and the failure of many postmasters to make any report, it 
has been impossible, with the limited number of clerks em- 
ployed in the Department, to present the results in detail 
with this report. Enough is known, however, to enable 
those who are most familiar with the work to express the 
opinion that the actual returns will show the aggregate cost 
of free matter for the year to be fully equal to the above-men- 
tioned deficiency. The term during which accounts were 
kept was confined to the first half of the year, when few 
elections were held, and when only a small portion of the 
public documents are transmitted. Should the amount of 
franked matter be accurately ascertained daring a .presi- 
dential canva43s, and subjected to the postage charged upon 
other like matter sent by private individuals, I am con- 
vinced that the average cost per annum would be greatly 
enhanced. 

My anxiety to make the Department self-sustaining arises 
from a strong desire to reduce, equalize, and make uniform 
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the rates of postage. During the year 1870, the amount de- 
rived from letter postage was $16,771,928 70, and the amount 
from newspapers and pamphlets was only $934,332 99 ; and 
yet the weight and bulk of newspaper mails are at teast nine 
or ten times greater than those of letter mails. This shows 
that while newspapers are chai^d mueh less than the cost 
of their manipulation and transmission, letters are charged 
iQUch more, and that the postage on letters should in fairness 
be reduced as soon as the finances of the Department will 
permit. If letter postage could be reduced from three to two 
cents, I am sure that the increased correspondience thereby 
stimulated would in a few years compensate for any tempo- 
rary loss of revenue, and that many mistakes and vexatious 
delays would be avoided by the uniform rate for all dis- 
tances which would thus be established. I despair, how- 
ever, of securing any further reduction of letter postage as 
long as the franMng privilege shall be permitted to impose 
upon the Department an irremediable deficiency. 

It is not intended to intimate that there should be an in- 
crease of postage on newspapers. On the contrary, it is the 
duty of 6ovemment| as part of its wx)rk of beneficence, to 
aid in the education and elevation of the people by carrying 
newspapers as cheaply as possible ; and hence I am of opin- 
ion that the present rates are not too low. K*or do I olgect 
to the free transportation of newspapers to regular sub- 
scribers in the counties of their publication, as now author- 
ized by law. Their conveyance without charge does not in- 
terfere with the speedy and regular transmission of the mails. 
They are usually dispatched at the county towns, and always 
stop within the boundaries of their own counties. They are 
so evenly distributed over the whole country that practically 
they cause no inconvenience, or injury, or delay. There is 
but^ one change that I deem desirable in the treatment of 
newspapers, and that applies only to those sent to points 
outside the counties of their publication. I would require 
the postage on printed matter, in all cases, to be prepaid by 
stamps. The law allowing the posti^e to be paid in money 
by subscribers at the office of delivery is a departure from 
the accepted theory of post office manag^ment, and subjects 
the Department to heavy losses. 

My attention has been directed to the new system of ^< cor- conespoiideiioe 
respoudence,'^ or " post cards,'' lately adopted by Korth Ger- ^^"^ 
many and by Great Britain for facilitating letter correspond 
ence, and already extensively used in those countries. These 
cards are made of good stiff paper, of convenient form and 
size. The front or face of the card is ruled for the insertion 
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of the address, and bears the post office stamp. On tiie re- 
verse side there is room for a short letter or message, which 
may be printed or written in pencil or ink. They require 
no folding or envelope, are specially adapted for circalars 
or short communications, and are furnished to the public at 
the value of the postage stamp impressed upon them, which 
is in Great Britain half a penny, being one-half the estab- 
lished inland letter rate of postage. The advantages claimed 
by their use consist in increased celerity and ease of busi- 
ness and social intercommunicatioD, by dispensiug with 
much of the ordinary epistolary form and appliances, and by 
having always at hand, ready for use at any moment — ^in the 
street, on a journey, or in places where pen, ink, paper, and 
envelopes are not accessible or readily obtainable — the essen- 
tials for a letter. For many messages where the telegram 
is now used, such as orders, invitations, inquiries, or other 
requirements of business or social life, these cards would be 
welcomed by the public as a simple, inexpensive, and con- 
venient means of intercourse. They would create a new 
postal business, augment the number of conespondents, 
and greatly multiply the occasions apd opportunities for 
writing. The want has been long felt of some such prompt 
and easy mode of communication by mail, adapted to the con- 
venience and habits of business men, as well as of that large 
class of persons who have not the time or the inclination to 
write formal letters, and th^efore seldom make use of the 
mails. Believing that the employment of these cards would 
be beneficial to the public, and result in a large increase of 
correspondence, I respectfully recommend that authority be 
given by law for their introduction into our postal service, 
at the rate of one cent each, including the cost of the card, 
as a first step toward a general reduction of our domestic 
letter postage. 
Codification of The bill " to rcyisc, consolidate, and amend the statutes 
relating to the Post Office Department," introduced at the 
last session by Hon. John F. Farnsworth, and referred to 
the Committee on the ^ost Office and Post Eoads of the 
House of Eepresentatives, is recommended to the favorable 
consideration and action of Congress, This bill contains 
the revised code of postal laws, as simplified, arranged, 
^ and consolidated by tlie commission appointed to revise 
and consolidate the statute laws of the United States, with 
such necessary amendments as were suggested by the com- 
mittee of experienced postal officers, designated by me to 
make a careful and thorough examination of the report of 
the commission, to verify its accuracy, and to harmonize its 
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details with the practical workings of our postal system. 
The code as revised and amended has been carefully exam- 
ined and approved by the Honse Committee on the Post 
Oflftce and Post Beads, and it is expected that the bill con- 
taining its provisions will be called np for action at the 
earliest opportunity after the assembling of Congress. Its 
preparation has been a work of great care and labor, and 
its enactment by Congress will furnish a condensed, simple, 
and convenient arrangement of the laws relating to the Post 
Office Department. I consider it very important to pass this 
code at the commencement of the next sessi<m of Congress, 
in order that if any additional legislation may be found ne- 
cessary to perfect its practical operation, it may be secured 
before the close of the session. 

The adhesive postage stamps adopted by my predecessor ^gt ^25^2 ^'*' 
in 1869 having failed to give satisfaction to the public, on 
account of their small size, their unshapely form, the inap- 
propriateness of their designs, the difficulty of canceling 
them eflfectually, and the inferior quality of the gum used 
in their manufacture, I found it necessary, in April last, to ^ 
issue new stamps, of larger size, superior quality of gum, 
and improved designs. As the contract then in force con- 
tained a provision that the stamps should be changed, and 
new designs and plates furnished at the pleasure of the 
Postmaster General, without additional cost to the Depart- 
ment, I decided to substitute an entire new series, one-third 
larger in size, and to adopt for designs the heads, in profile, 
of distinguished deceased Americans. This style was deemed 
the most eligible, because it not only affi)rded the best op- 
portunity for the exercise of the highest grade of artistic 
skill in composition and execution, but also appeared to be 
the most difficult to counterfeit. The designs were selected 
fipom marble busts of acknowledged excellence, as follows : 

One cent, Franklin, after Rubrichtj two cents, Jackson, 
after Powers 5 three cents, Washington, amr Houdon; six 
cents, Lincoln, after Yolk; ten cents, Jefferson, after Pow- 
ers's statue 5 twelve cents. Clay, after Hart; fifteen cents, 
Webster, after Clevenger; twenty -four cents, Scott, after 
Coifee; thirty cents, Hamilton, after Cerrachi ; ninety cents. 
Commodore O. H. Perry, profile bust, after Wolcutt's statue. 

The stamps were completed and issues of them began in 
April last. The superior gum with which they are coated 
is not the least of the advantages derived from the change. 

Upon the conclusion of the postal treaty with the Noi-th 
German Confederation, fixing the single-letter rate by dixect 
steamers at seven cents, to take effect the Ist of July last, 
3 
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a new stamp of that denomination was adopted, and the pro- 
file bust of the late Edwin M. Stanton selected for the design. 
This has been completed in a satisfactory manner, but, owing 
to the temporaiy discontinuance of the direct mail steam- 
ship service to North Ctermany, it has not yet been issued 
to postmasters. 

A new series of embossed envelope stamps, of oval shape, 
corresponding in colors and designs with the adhesive stamps 
already described, was adopted and issued on the 1st of July 
last, 
nioke? ooiM * ° ^ ^^® Unavoidable accumulation of copper* and n ickel coins 
^ in the post offices of the country has become an evil of such 
magnitude as to require a speedy remedy. In some offices, 
the value of these coins on hand has been reported at sums 
ranging from eight hundred to a thousand dollars, by rea- 
son of the inabilitj^ of postmasters to pay them out or ex- 
change them. The law declares them to be legal tender in 
small sums for stamps and postal dues, but no sufficient 
provision has been made for their redemption or conversion 
into current funds. The revenues of the Department to the 
extent of these accumulations are practically locked up. In 
some places " cent coins" are not taken in general business 
transactions ; consequently, they flow altogether to the post 
offices. In other places the public obtain their supply of 
these coins from banks, and postmasters have no means of 
getting rid of them, except to a limited extent by the slow 
process of paying them out in making small change. In this 
manner postmasters are inconveniently compelled to " carry^' 
balances which are wholly unavailable. A balance may ap- 
pear on the books of the Department against a postmaster; 
but when a draft for the amount is sent in payment of mail 
service or of other indebtedness, the holder is astonished to 
find that he is expected to take a large amount of copper or 
nickel coins. These coins, not being a legal tender except 
in very small sun, cannot be disposed of without loss by 
the creditor, and of course are refused. Thus the credit of 
the Government is injured, and its mode of payment made 
the subject of complaint and derision. The attention of the 
Secretary of the Treasury was called to this matter by a let- 
ter dated the 2d of November, 1869, suggesting that some 
provision should be made for the relief of postmasters by 
the redemption of the coins in question. The Secretary was 
unable to afford any relief, although he had previously pre- 
sented the subject to the attention of Congress. In view of 
these facts, I recommend the enactment of a law authoriz- 
ing postmasters to transmit their surplus copper and nickel 
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coins, in sums of $50 and upwards, to the Treasurer of the 
United States, or to the nearest assistant treasurer or de- 
pository of public moneys, and to take credit therefor for 
account of the Post Office Department, the expense of trans- 
mission to be borne out of the general treasury. To pre- 
vent abuses, a provision ought to be inserted (unless the 
same privilege of conversion is given to private citizens) 
requiring each postmaster to make and forward to the 
treasury, sub-treasury, or depository to which the remit- 
tance may be made, an affidavit setting forth that the cop- 
per and nickel coins so transmitted were received for post- 
ages, stamps, envelopes, or postal dues, in the regular course 
of business. 

In conclusion, it gives me pleasure to commend the effi- Assistants and 
cient labors of my assistants and heads of Bureaus. Dur- ^ ' "*•'" 
ing the past year they have devoted themselves with be- 
coming fidelity and energy to the arduous duties of their 
several positions. I acknowledge their services with thank- 
fulness, and, as a matter of justice, I renew my urgent rec- 
ommendation for an increase of their comp^sation. In 
my judgment, the three Assistant Postmasters General, and 
the Superintendents of Foreign Mails, and of the Money-Or- 
der System should each receive an annual salary of $5,000.

Additional convention to the convention concluded on ths ^^ November, 1868, between the 

General Post Office of the United States of America and the General Post Offices of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 

The General Post Office of the United States of America and the General Post Office 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, being desirous of effecting, by 
means of an additional convention, a reduction in the rate of postage chargeable upon 
letters conveyed between the United Kingdom and the United States^ the undersigned, 
duly authorized for that purpose by their respective Gk)vemment8, have agreed upon 
the following articles : 



106 BEPOBT OF THE POSTMASTEB GENESIL. 

Abtiglb 1. 

The postage to be collected in the United Kingdom npon paid letters posted in the 
United Kingdom addressed to the United States, as well as npon unpaid letters posted 
in the United States addi'essed to the United Kingdom, shall be threepence per half 
ounce or fraction of half an ounce. Reciprocally, the postage to be collected in the 
United States upon paid letters posted in. the United States addressed to the United 
Kingdom, as well as upon unpaid letters posted in the United Kingdom addressed to 
the Uuited States, shall be six cents per fifteen grammes or fraction of fifteen grammes 

ARTICLB2. 

The British Post Office shall account to the United States Post Office for ten cents an 
ounce on all paid international letters sent to the United States, and for ten cents an 
ounce on all unpaid international letters received from the United States ; and the 
United States Post Office shall account to the British Post Office for ten cents an ounce 
on all paid international letters sent to the United Kingdom, and for ten cents an 
ounce for all unpaid international letters received from the United Kingdom. 

Abticlb 3. 

* 

Every intemationsd letter insufficiently paid, or whoUy unpaid, received in the 
United Kingdom from the United States shall, in addition to the*deficient x>08tage, be 
subject to a fine of threepence, to be retained by the British Post Office ; and every 
international letter insufficiently paid, or wholly unpaid, received in the United States 
from the United Kinsdom shall, in addition to the. deficient postage, be subject to a 
fine of six cents, such fine to be retained by the United States Post Office. 

Article 4. 

The charge for the sea conveyance across the Atlantic of letters sent in closed mails 
through the United Kingdom, or through the United States, shall be computed at six 
cents per ounce or per 30 grammes. 

Aruclb 5. 

The conditions of the convention between the General Post Office of the United 
Kingdom and the General Post Office of the United States, signed in London the seventh 
day of November, and in Washington the twenty-fourth day of November, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-eight, so feu: sa tiiiey are contrary to the preceding articles, 
are repealed. 

Abticle 6. 

The present convention, which shaU be considered as additional to the convention of 
gjTr November, 1868, shall come into operation on the Ist of January, 1870.

The United States of America sod hia Majesty the Emperor of Brazil, being desiroae 
to promote the friendly relations existing between their respective citizens and sub- 
jectSy by placing the commonications by post between the two countries upon an ad* 
vantageous footing, have resolved to conclude a convention for this purpose, and have 
named as their plenipotentiaries — ^that is to say : 

The President of the United States, Henry T. Blow, a citizen of the United St-ates, 
their Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary near the court of his Imperial 

M4««*y; 

His Majesty the Emperor of BrazU, the most illustrious and most excellent Jodo 
Mauricio Wanderley, Baron de Cotegipe, Senator and Grandee of the Empire, member 
of his council, commander of his Order of the Rose, Minister and Secretary of State 
for the Marine Department in charge of foreign affairs, &c., who, after having communi- 
cated to each other their respective full powers, found in good and due form, have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles : 

Article I. 

An exchange of correspondence shall hereafter take place between the United States 
of America and the Empire of Brazil by means of the line of mail packets, subsidized 
by the respective governments, plying monthly between the port of New York and the 
ports of St. Thomas, in the West Indies, and Par^, Pemambuco, Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, 
m Brazil, as well as by such other means of transportation between the seaports of 
the two countries as shall hereafter be established with the approval of the respec- 
tive Post Departments of the United States and Brazil ; and this correspondence shall 
embrace — 

Ist. Letters and manuscripts subject by the laws of either country to letter rate of 
postage. 

2d. Newspapers and prints of all kinds, in sheets, ii;! pamphlets, and in books, sheets 
of music, engravings, lithographs, photographs, drawings, maps and plans ; and such 
correspondence may be exchanged, whether ori^nating in either of said countries, and 
destined for the other, or originating in or destmed for foreign countries to which they 
may respectively serve as intermediaries. 

Articlis n. 

New York shall be the office of exchange on the side of the United States, and Parrf, 
Bahia, Pernambuco, and Rio de Janeiro shall be the offices of exchange on the side of 
Brazil for all mails transmitted between the two countries under tnis arrangement, 
and all mail matter transmitted in either direction between the respective offices of 
exchange shall be forwarded in closed bags or pouches under seal, addressed to the 
corresponding exchange office. 

The two post departments may at any time discontinue either of said offices of ex- 
change or establish others. 

Article III. 

The standard weight for the single rate of postage and rule of progression shall be : 

1st. For letters or manuscript subject by law to letter rate of postage — 15 grammes. 

2d. For all other correspondence mentioned in the second paragraph of the first 
article, that which each department shall adopt for the mails whicn it dispatches to 
the otner, adapted to the convenience and habits of its interior administration. 

But each office shall give notice to the other of the standard weight.it adopts, and of 
any subsequent change thereof. The weight stated by the dispatching office shall 
always be accepted, except in cases of manuest error. 

Article IV. 

No accounts shall be kept between the Post Office Departments of the two countries 
on the international correspondence, written or printed, exchanged between tkem ; but 
each country shall levy, ooUeot, and retain to its own use the following postage 
charges, viz. : 

1st. The postage to be charged and collected in the United States on each letter or 
manuscript subject to letter postage, mailed in the United States, and addressed to 
any place in the Empire of Brazil, shall be fifteen (15) cents. United States currency, 
per each weight of fifteen grammes or fraction of fifteen grammes, and the postage to 
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be charged and collected in Brazil on each letter or mannscript, subject to letter post- 
age, mailed in Brazil, and addressed to any place in the United States, shall be three 
hundred reis, Brazilian currency ; the same to be, in each case, in full of all charges 
whatever to the place of destination in either country. 

2d. On all other correspondence mentioned in the second paragraph of the first article, 
there shall be charged and collected by the dispatching country such rates of inland 
postage as are now, or may hereafter be, established by its laws for domestic corres- 
pondence of the same class ; and in addition thereto, a sea-rate of one cent United 
States currency (or its equivalent in the currency of Brazil) on each newspaper, and 
for each weight of thirty grammes or fraction of thirty grammes of other prmted 
matter, sheets of music, engravings, lithographs, photographs, drawings, maps and 
plans, which inland and sea postage shall be combined into one rate, and the prepay- 
ment thereof certified by the stamp of the dispatching ofl9ce. 

In like manner, on newspapers, prints of all kinds, and other articles of mailable 
matter (except letters) received in either country firom the other, there shall be charged 
and collected at the office of delivery in the receiving country such rates of inland post- 
age as are now, or may hereafter be, established for domestic correspondence of the 
same class by the laws of each country respectively. 

Except as above, no charge whatever shall be levied in the country in which inter- 
national letters, newspapers, &.C., are delivered. 

Newspapers and other correspondence, mentioned in the second paragraph of the 
first article, shall be sent in narrow bands or covers, open at the sides or ends, so that 
they may be easily examined, and shall be subject to the laws and regulations of the 
dispatching country in regard to their liability to be rated with letter postage when 
containing written matter, or for any other cause specified in said laws and regulations. 

Article V. 

Letters and other communications in manuscript, which from any cause cannot be de- 
livered to their address, after the expiration of a proper period to effect their delivery, 
BhaJl be reciprocally returned evety month, unopened and without charge, to the Post 
Office Department of the dispatching country ; but newspapers and all other articles of 
pi-inted matter shall not be returned, but remain at the disposal of the receiving office. 

Letters erroneously transmitted, or wrongly addressed, shall be promptly returned 
to the dispatching office. 

Article VL 

• 

The governments of the United States and of Brazil reciprocally grant to each other 
the privilege of a free transfer of closed mails in the ports and harbors of the respective 
countries, from one vessel to another, in continuance of their conveyance to destina- 
tion. 

Article VII. 

The Post Departments of the United States and of Brazil shall establish by agree- 
ment, and in conformity with the arrangements in force at the time, the conditions 
upon which the two offices may exchange, in open mails, the correspondence originat- 
ing in or destined to other countries to which they may respectively serve as interme- 
diaries ; but such correspondence shall only be charged with the international postage 
established by this convention, augmented by the postage rates in force between the 
forwarding country and the country of destination, and any other tax: for exterior ser- 
vice. 

The two Post Departments are mutually to furnish each other with lists stating the 
foreign countries to which the foreign postage, and the amounts thereof, miist be abso- 
lutely prepaid, or can be lefb unpaid ; and until such lists are furnished, neither coun- 
try is to mail to the other any correspondence for foreign countries beyond the country 
to which the mail is sent. 

Correspondence of this elass must be accompanied by a letter-bill from the dispatch- 
ing exchange office, speci^ng the amount due thereon to each office, and the receiving 
exchange office shall return by next post to the dispfttohing exchange office an ac- 
knowledgment of reoejipt and verification thereof, wMch letter-bills and acknowledg- 
ments of receipt shall serve as vouchers in the settlement of the accounts. The ac- 
counts to be kept between the two departments upon this class of correspondence shall 
be stated quarterly, transmitted and verified as speedily as practicable, and the balance 
found due shall be paid promptly to the creditor office under such regulations as the 
respective Post Departments may from time to time prescribe. 
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Article YIII. 

Letters and other correspondence originating in foreign conntries, and addressed to 
the United States or to Brazil, respectively, on which the foreign and international 
postage charges are folly prepaid, shall, when forwarded through the mails of either 
country to the other, he delivered in the country of destination free of charge. 

Article IX. 

The official correspondence hetween each government and its legation near the other, 
and that of the latter with the former, shall he conveyed to its destination free of post- 
Age, and with all the precautions which the two governments may find necessary for 
its iuviolahility and seouxity. 

Article X. 

Neither Post Department shall he required to deliver any article received in the 
mails, the circulation of which shall he prohihited hy the laws in force in the country 
of destination. 

Article XI. 

The two Post Departments may hy mutual agreement provide for the transmission 
of registered articles in the mails exchanged hetween the two countries. 

The register fee for each article shall he ten cents in the United States, and two

The two Post Departments shall settle, hy agreement hetween them, all measures of 
detail and arrangement required to carry this convention 4nto execution, and may 
modify the same in hke manner, from time to time, as the exigencies of the service 
may require.

of America through the United Kingdom has been fixed at six cents per ounce or per 
thirty grammes, and as the companies of the regular steamship lines between Bremen and . 
New York and between Hamburg and New York have agreed to reduce the compensation 
which they receive for the direct conveyance of letters between the said German ports . 
and New York, the undersigned, duly authorized by theirreepective governments, have 
agreed upon the following additional articles to the convention concluded at Berlin . 
the 21st October, 1867 : 

Articus 1. 

The single-letter rate on the correspondence exchanged directly between the two ad-,- 
ministrations shall be : 

I. In the direct exchange via Bremen or Hamburg : 

1. For letters from the North German Union : 

a. When prepaid in Germany, 3 silbergroschen. 

b. When paid in the United States, 14 cents. 

2. For letters from the United States : 

a. When prepaid in America, 7 cents. 

b. When paid in Germany, 6 silbergroschen. 

n. In the direct exchange in closed transit through England : 

1. For letters from the North German Union : 

a. When prepaid in Germany, 4 silbergroschen, 

b. When paid in the United States, 20 cents. 

2. For letters from the United States : 

a. When prepaid in America, 10 cents. 

b. When paid in Germany, 8 silbergroschen.

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Abticle 2. 

Insufficiently-paid letters shall be charged with the postage for unpaid letters, after 
deduction of the prepaid amount. 

Article 3. 

Newspapers, other printed matter, and samples shall also have the benefit of a mod- 
erated postage. Such articles, moreover, can only be dispatched when they are fully 
prepaid to the place of destination, or to the point to which prepayment is possible. 

Article 4. 

. The tot<al proceeds of the common postage and of the register fees shall be- added 
together. The cost of transit through intermediary territory and the cost of the ocean 
transportation shall be brought into mutual account, and the net proceeds shall be 
divided equally between the two administrations. In order to state the total receipts 
as simply as possible the two administrations agree that the reciprocal delivery of the 
dispatches shall, as far as practicable, take place according to the measure of the total 
weight, and the preparation of the accounts according to the measure of average rates. 
Moreover, the amounts of foreign postage on correspondence in open transit shall be 
reciprocally accounted for at the fi:dl rates.

In accordance with Article 19 of the convention concluded between the North Ger- 
man Union and the United States of America on the 2l8t of October, 1867, and with 
Article 4 of the additional convention of the 7-23d of April, 1870, the post offices of 
the two countries have established the following regulations : 

Section L 

The offices for the exchange of mails shall be on the side of the North German Union : 

1. The Traveling Post Office No. 10, between Cologne and Verviers. 

2. Bremen. 

3. Hamburg. 

On the side of the United States : 

1. New York. 

2. Boston. 

3. Philadelphia. 

4. Chicago, 
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The mails shall be exchanged : 

«. Between the Traveling Post Office No. 10^ Cologne, Verviers, and the post office of 
New York, via England and Belginm. 

ft. Between Bremen and New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, via direct line, 
Bremen, New York.. 

c Between Hamburg and New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, via direct line 
Hamburg, New York. 

Moreover, the post office of New York shall dispatch a closed mail to the post office 
at Hamburg by the direct steamers from New York to Bremen, and a closed mail to 
the post office at Bremen by the direct steamers from New York to Hamburg. 

Sbction 2. 

The sender of a registered letter is authorized to demand, by a notice on the address, 
that the receipt, undersigned by the receiver, should be delivered to tim. In this case 
the subscribed receipt shall be returned without delay to the exchange office whence 
the letter was dispatched. There shall be no fee levied for the delivery of a receipt. 
The receipts shall be printed in German and English language, and shall be annexed 
to the letters by the dispatching exchange office. 

Sections. 

Patterns or samples of merchandise exceeding the weight of 15 loths (6f ounces) can- 
not be sent by mail to the North German Union. Letters weighing 3 loths (If ounces) 
or more, if containing articles subject to customs duty, instead of writings, documents, 
or obligations, are, in like manner, excluded from the mails sent to the North German 
Union, 

Section 4, 

Each msdl exchanged between the respective offices shall be accompanied by a letter 
bill. The forms of the letter bills shall follow the Models A and B, hereto annexed, and 
they shall be consecutively iiumbered by the dispatching office during each quarter of 
the calendar year. The receiving office shall acknowledge the receipt by the next fol- 
lowing dispatch. 

Section 5. 

The exchange of the correspondence shall take place in the following manner : 

1. The correspondence comprised in Articles 1, 2, and 3 of the respective letter-bills, 
for which international postage ouJiy is to be computed, shaU be exclusively exchanged 
by weight in bulk (grammes.) 

2. The correspondence comprised in Articles 4, 5, and 6 of the letter-bills shall also 
be delivered by weight in bulk with reigard to the calculation of the international pos- 
tage. The extranational postage, however, for paid correspondence to foreign coun- 
tries or for unpaid letters from foreign countries shall be summarily entered on the 
letter-bills. 

3. As to the correspondence comprised in Articles 7 and 8, the amounts of postage 
only, intematiQnal as well as foreign, shall be summarily entered in the respective 
columns of the letter-bills. Besides, the full value of the postage stamps affixed to in- 
sufficiently paid letters shall be entered, under Article 9 of the letter-bills, to the exclu- 
sive credit of the receiving office, while the letters themselves shall be comprised with 
the unpaid letters, (Articles 2 and 5.) 

The calculation of the international postage collected by the two offices for the cor- 
respondence exchanged by weight in bulk shall be performed on the basis of average 
rates. These average rates shall be fixed separate tor the correspondence exchanged 
via England, and for the correspondence exchanged via Bremen and Hamburg. For 
the purpose of determining the average rates, the North German exchange offices shall 
note in the letter-bill of the — 

1. First four closed mails, dispatched to America via England ; 

2. First two closed mails, dispatched to America via Bremen ; 

3. First two closed mails, dispatched to America via Hamburg, in the fourth month 
after the beginning of the additional convention of the 7~23d of April, 1870, besides the 
weight in bulk, also the number of single rates of the classes of correspondence com- 
prised in the Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 of the letter-bills. 

The number of single rates shall be entered before the line, opposite the number 
showing the weight in bulk. 
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On the basis of the weight in bulk and of the postage, calculated by the number of 
rates, the average amonnt of postage for a weight of one kilogramme shall be fixed for 
every class of correspondence. The average rates for the correspondence sent via Ham- 
burg and Bremen shall be fixed in compounding the results of the mails dispatched on 
these lines. 

In the like manner the American exchange offices shall note in the letter-bills of 
the — 

1. First four closed mails, dispatched to Germany via England ; 

2. First two closed mails, dispatched to Germany via Bremen ; 

3. First two closed mails, dispatched to Germany via Hamburg, in the fourth month 
after the beginning of the additional convention of the 7-23d of April, 1870, besides the 
weight in bulk, the number of single rates of the correspondence designated under Ar- 
ticles 1-6 of the letter-bill. In consideration of the circumstance that, in the United 
States, the rates levied for newspapers differ from the rates levied for other printed 
matter and patterns, the American exchange offices shall mark under Articles % and 6 
of the letter bills from America to North Germany the exact number of single rates 
of- 

(a.) Newspapers, and of 

(6.) Other printed matter and patterns. 

In fixing the weight, however, as well as afterwards in determining the average rates, 
these correspondences (a and b) shall be joined together. 

The statements made in the letter-bills by the exchange offices of one administra- 
tion shall be verified by the exchange offices of the other administration. 

The average rates thus obtained shall be applied to the accounts from the beginning 
of the additional convention until a readjustment is requested by either office. The 
two offices, upon such request being made, shall, by mutual consent, designate the dosed 
mails on which the adjustment of the average rates shall be renewed. 

It is understood that the expression " closed mail," in this article, shall comprise all 
mails forwarded by one direct steamer from Hamburg or Bremen to New York, or viae 
versa, and as to the mails exchanged via Belgium and England, all mails dispatched 
by or destined for the traveling office between Verviors and Cologne and forwarded by 
one steamer. 

Section ii. 

The exchange offices shall divide the correspondence which they dispatch into a 
suitable number of separate packages, according to the letter-bill. 

Section 7. 

When more than a single rate is chargeable upon any letter or other article, the 
number of rates to which it is subject shall be indicated by the dispatching office by a 
figure in the upper left corner of the address. 

Section 8. 

All letters exchanged between the two countries shall indicate by stamp, or writing 
thereon, the office of origin ; and the unpaid letters so exchanged shall also be stamped 
with the name of the dispatching office of exchange. 

Correspondence fully paid to destination shall be stamped in the United States 
*^ Paid all," and in the North German Union ^^ Franco." 

Correspondence insufficiently paid shall be stamped in the United States " Insuffi- 
ciently paid," and in the North German Union " TJnzureiehend franlcirt," and the amount 
of the postage stamps affixed to such letters expressed in figures {black) on the face 
in the money of the dispatching country. 

Registered articles shall be stamped ^^ Begistered" in the United States, and in the 
North German Union *^ Kecommandirt." 

Section 9. 

Registered correspondence shall be entered in a registered list, following the Models 
C. D. hereto annexed. 

All registered letters and the registered list shall be tied together with a cross string, 
and placed in a red canvas bag, which shall be securely tied at the neck by a string, 
tlie ends of which shall be sealed with the seal of the dispatching office. ^ The regis- 
tered letters thus made up shall be placed in the mail of which they form part. The 
blank in the letter-bill for expressing the number of registered articles shall be filled 
by writing the number in full. In case no registered articles are sent, the proper 
blank in the letter-bill shall be filled with the word ''Nihil" or ''Nil" 
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Section X. 

The register list dispatched shall be acknowledged by the first return mail from the 

leceiying office, bv expressing the receipt numerically, viz : " from No. to No. 

." If the verincation by the exchange office discloses an error of any kind in the 

register list, it shall also, by the first mail, be notified to the dispatching office. 

Section XI. 

The two postal administrations may exchange, in the open mails, letters and otber 
correspondence, ordinary and registered, with foreign countries, and upon the condi- 
tions already communicated between the two offices. 

Section XII. 

The respective exchange offices shall mark in red inky in the upper part of the address 
of prepaid letters and other correspondence sent for transit in the open mail, the 
amount of the foreign postage due to the foreign office of destination, and in the same 
manner, but in hlack inky shall mark the amount of postage due to the foreign office of 
origin upon the unpaid letters sent in transit. 

Section Xin. 

Newspapers, other printed matter, and patterns or samples of merchandise which do 
not conform to the conditions mentioned in article 8 of the convention, or which are 
not fully prepaid, shall be retained at tbe disposition of the administration of origin. 

Section XIV. 

Letters and all registered articles which cannot be delivered shall be respectively 
returned to the dispatching administration at the end of every month. 

The postage on unpaid letters returned shall be deducted from the account against 
the office originally charged therewith. The postage on prepaid letters returned shall 
remain in the account as originally entered. 

Unpaid letters which had been originally delivered by weight in bulk shall always 
be returned at the rate originally charged. 

The expense of transit of unpaid correspondence which has been transported by 
either administration in closed mails, and shall be returned to the dispatching office 
as not deliverable, shall be deducted from the original amount charged for transit, 
upon a declaration of the amount by the office claiming the reduction. No charge 
shall be made by either administration for the transit of correspondence returned as 
not deliverable. 

The bordereaux of correspondence not deliverable shall follow the Models E or F 
hereto annexed. 

Section XV. 

All correspondence wrongly addressed or missent shall be returned without delay 
by the receiving office to the exchange office which dispatched it. 

The receiving office shall also correct accordingly, in the column of verification, the 
original entries of the letter-bills relating to such correspondence. The articles of a 
like nature addressed to persons who have changed their residence i^hall be mutually 
forwarded or returned, charged with the rate which would have been paid at their 
first destination. 

Section XVI. 

The dispatching exchange office shall state on the letter-bills for the intermediate 
offices the exact weight of letters (or number of single rates, if required) and the total 
net weight of the other correspondence which shall be dispatched in closed mails by 
such intermediate transit. 

Section XVII. 

It is understood that the accounts between the two offices shall be established on 
tbe respective letter-bills in the proper money of the dispatching office, but the inter- 
national postages on the unpaid letters or insufficiently prepaid letters shall be com- 
puted in the money of the receiving office. 
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The redaction of these moneys shall be effected in the general accoonts at the rate 
of one dollar for one thaler eleven groechen and eight pfennigs. 

In entering the foreign charges on the letter-bills, in the money of the dispatching 
office^ the cent shall be considered the eqnivalent of five pfennigs. 

It 18 also understood that the quarterly accounts shall be a^usted respectively in 
gold, and in the denomination of the money of the creditor office. 

Section 18. 

The quarterly general account mentioned in article 14 of the convention of the 2l8t 
of October, 1867, and in Article 4 of the additional convention of the 7-23d of April, 
1870, shall be prepared by the North German office. For this purpose the Xorth Ger- 
man offices of exchange shall establish detailed accounts setting forth the weight and 
the sums to be brought to account. 

These accounts shall be based upon either the corrected letter-bills or the acknowl- 
edgments of receipt, and shall follow the Models G or H hereto annexed. 

At the end of every quarter the results of the detailed accounts shall be carried over 
into recapitulations, (Models I or K,) which thereupon are incorporated in a general 
account. 

This general account, in accordance with Form L, annexed to the present regulations, 
and which shall also comprise the results of the verification and the amounts of the 
dead-l'etter-bills, shall be transmitted, in duplicate, by the North Grerman office to the 
United States office, which shall return one copy of the account, duly accepted and ac- 
companied by the recapitulations and detailed accounts prepared by the North German 
office. 

The differences found in the examination of the detailed accounts, recapitulations, 
or general account, shall be specified in a statement of errors which ^hall be examined, 
and the results of which shaU be incorporated in the general account of a subsequent 
quarter. 

In case of difference between the entries on the letter-bills and the entries on the 
acknowledgments of receipt, the figures in the acknowledgments of receipt shall 
oveiTule those in the letter-bills. 

Shduld it, however, appear, upon a comparison of the two forms, that a clerical error 
has been made in the acknowledgment of receipt, and that the entries on the letter- 
bill are correct, then, in all such cases, the letter-bill shall govern. 

Section 19. 

The charge to be made by the North German office for the transit of closed mails, 
which the United States shall exchange in either direction with countries beyond Ger- 
many, shall be as follows : 

For mails exchanged with Switzerland or Italy, fifteen pfennigs per 30 grammes of 
letters. For other correspondence, 8 groschen per kilogramme. For mails exchanged 
with other countries, one-half groschen per single-letter rate. For other correspond- 
ence, 8 groschen per kilogramme. 

Section 20. 

The present regulations shall take effect from the Ist of July, 1870, at which time 
the regulations agreed upon between the two offices on the 30th of June to 22d of July, 
1868, shall cease to be in force.

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Postal convention betioeen the United States of America %nd the Hawaiian Kingdom, 

The undersigned, being therennto duly authorized by their respective governments, 
have agreed npon the following articles, establishing and regulating the exchange of 
correspondence between the United States of America and the Hawaiian Kingdom : 

Article I. 

There shall be an exchange of correspondence biitweeu the United States of America 
and the Hawaiian Kingdom, by means of the subsidized line of United States mail 
steamers plying between San Francisco and Honolulu as well as by occasional steamers 
and by sailing vessels running between Honolulu and the ports of San Francisco, 
(California,) Portland, (Oregon,) or jiorts in Pnget Sound, Teekalet, Olympia, and Port 
Townsend, comprisinff letters, newspapers, and printed matter of every kind, originating 
in either country, tand addressed to and deliverable in the other country. 

Article II. 

San Francisco, New York, Boston, Portland, Oregon, Teekalet, Olympia, and Port 
Townsend shall be the United States offices of excliange, and Honolulu and Hilo the 
Hawaiian offices of exchange, for all mails transmitted between the two countries under 
this arrangement. 

Article III. 

The United States office shall defray the expennes of the sea conveyance of all mails 
transmitted in both directions by means of its subsidized line of mail steamships, so 
long as said line is maintained by the Government of the United States ; and the 
Hawaiian office shall defray the expenses of the sea conveyance of all mails transmitted 
in both directions, by means of occasional steamships or by sailing vessels. 

Article IV. 

No accounts shall be kept between the Post Office Depailments of the two countries 
upon the correspondence exchanged between them, but each country shall retain to its 
own use the postages which it collects. 

The single rate of international letter postage shall be six cents on each letter weigh* 
ing half an ounce or less, and an additional rate of six cents for each additional w^eight 
of naif an ounce, or fraction thereof, which sliaU in all cases be fully prepaid, by means 
of postage stamps, at the office of mailing in either country. If not luUy prepaid, they 
shall not be forwarded. Letters received in either country from the other shall be de- 
livered free of aU charge whatsoever. 

The United States office shall levy and collect on newspapers, (whether transient or 
sent to regular subscribers,) addressed to or received from the Hawaiian Kingdom, the 
established rates of United States domestic postage ; and upon all articles of printed 
matter, except newspapers, addressed to or received from the Hawaiian Kingdom, a 
postage charge of four cents per each weight of four ounces, or fraction of four ounces. 

The Hawaiian post office shall levy and collect on newspapers and other articles of 
printed matter, addressed to or received from the United States, the regular rates of 
postage chargeable thereon by the laws or regulations of the Hawaiian Kingdom. 

• Article V. 

Letters mailed in the Hawaiian Kingdom and addressed to countries beyond the 
United States, with which the United States have direct postal relations, may be for- 
warded through the United States to their respective destinations, subject to the same 
additional postage charges as are paid by the inhabitants of the United States to such 
countries, which, in all cases where prepayment is obligatory in the United States, may 
be paid by the senders in the Hawaiian Islands, by affixing uncanceled United States 
postage stamps of sufficient value to effect such prepayment. 

On the other hand, prepaid letters from foreign countries, received in and forwarded 
from the United States to the Hawaiian Kingdom, shall be delivered in said kingdom 
free of all charges whatsoever: and letters received in the Hawaiian Kingdom from the 
United States, addressed to Micronesia or neighboring islands, will be forwarded to 
destination, subject to the same conditions as are applicable to correspondence origin- 
ating in the Hawaiian Kingdom and addressed to those islands. 

Article VI. 

Every letter dispatched from one country to the other shall be plainly stamped with 
the words ''Paid all," in red ink, on the right-hand upper comer of the address, in ad- 
dition to the date stamp of the office at which it was posted. 
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Article VII. 

Dead letters, newspapers, &c., whicli cannot be delivered, from whatever cause, shall 
be mutually returned, without charge, monthly, or as frequently as the regulations of 
the respective offices will permit. 

Article VIII. 

The two offices may, by mutual consent, make such detailed regulations a» shall be 
found necessary to carry out the objects of this agreement, such regulations to termi- 
nate at any time on a reasonable notice by either office. 

Article IX. 

This convention shall come into operation on the 1st day of July, 1870, and shall be 
terminable at any time on a notice by either office of six months.

Amended article to replace article 16 of the detailed regulations for the execution of the postal' 
convention signed at The Hague the twenty-sixth day of S^temher, in the year 1867. 

In accordance with article 19 of the postal convention between the Netherlands and 
the United States, signed at The Hague on the 26th of September, 1867, the two ad- 
ministrations have agreed to replace article 16 of the detailed regulations of the 26th 
of November, 1867, by the following article : 

Article XVI. 

It is understood that the accounts between the two offices shall be established 
•n the respective letter bills, in the proper money of the dispatching office ; but the 
international postages on the unpaid letters, or insufficiently paid letters, shall be com- 
puted in the money of the receiving country. The reduction of these moneys shall be 
effected in the general accounts at the rate of 2.42 guilders for one dollar of the United 
Statea. 

In entering the foreign charges on the letter bills in the money of the dispatching 
office, the cent of the United States and two and a half cents of the Netherlands sliaU 
be taken as equivalents. 

It is also understood that the quarterly accounts shall be paid respectively in gold, 
and in the denominations of the money of the creditor office.

Postal convention heiween the United States of America and the Provinces of Vanoo»ver*s 

Island and British Columbia, 

The nndersigned, being thereunto duly authorized by their respective governments, 
have agreed upon the following articles, establishing and regulating the exchange oi 
eoxrespondence between the United States of America and the Proyinoes of VaAfiou- 
▼er'ft Island and British Columbia. 
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Article I. 

There shall be an. exchange of mails between the United States and the Provinces of 
Vanconver's Island and Brittsh Colnmbia, at the following points, viz : On the side of 
the United States, at Boston, New York, San Francisco, Portland, (Oregon,) Olympia; 
on the side of Vanconver's Island and British Colombia, Victoria. The two post de- 
partments may at any time discontinue either of said offices of exchange, or establish 
otiiers, by mntnal consent. 

Article II. 

The mails exchanged between the offices of Boston, New York, San Francisco, and 
Portland on the one side, and Victoria on the other, are to pass each way as through, 
malls, not to be opened at any intermediate office. 

Article III. 

The authorized weight of a single international letter shall be fifteen grams (by 
the metrical scale) in the United States, and half an ounce in Vancouver's £land and 
British Columbia. The postage on a single international letter shall be six cents if 
prepaid at the mailing office in either country, and ten cents if posted unpaid ; and for 
other than single letters the same charges shall be made for each additional fifteen 
grams, (or ha& ounce,) or fraction thereof. Letters insufficiently paid shall be 
transmitted as whoUy unpaid. But, if one or more full rates shall be prepaid, the 
number of rates fully prepaid shall be always allowed, and the deficient postage only 
rated up for collection on delivery. 

Article IV. 

No accounts shall be kept between the post departments of the United States and of 
Vancouver's Island and British Columbia on the international letters exchanged 
between them, but each shall retain to its own use the postages which it collects. 

Article V. 

Newspapers, pamphlets, magazines, and all other printed matter posted in the United 
States and sent to the provinces of Vancouver's Island or British Columbia, or posted 
in those provinces and sent to the United States, shall be chargeable with the regular 
domestic rates of postage, both to and from the frontier line in each country ; whi^ih 
postage shall be collected at the office of mailing, on matter sent, and at l^e office of 
delivery, on matter received ; and each country shall retain to its own use the postages 
-which it thus collects. 

Article VI. 

Each mail dispatched from one country tor the other shall be accompanied by a letter 
ox post bill, showing the number of each of ther articles comprising ^e mail, and dis- 
tinguishing the paid letters from the unpaid and insufficiently paid letters, with their 
postage in separate columns. 

Article VII. 

t^repaid letters dispatched from one country to the other shall be plainly stamped 
with the words *^ Paid all,'' in red ink, in the li^ht-hand upper corner of the address, 
in addition to the date stamp of the office of origin ; and in like manner and place, the 
letters insufficiently paid shall be stamped in black ink with the words " Short paid," 
in addition to the date stamp of the office of origin ; and the number of rates unpaid 
shall also be expressed in black figures on the face of the same. 

Article VIII. 

Dead letters, which cannot be delivered from whatever cause, shall be mutually 
returned, without charge, monthly, or as frequently as the regulations of the respective 
countries will permit. But newspapers and all other articles of printed matter, which 
from any cause cannot be delivered, shall be retained at the disposition of the receiving 
country. 

Article IX. 

Letters alleged to be valuable, posted at any office in the United States or their Ter- 
zitories. and addressed to Vancouver's Island or British Columbia, or posted in Vanoou- 
y er's Island or British Columbia, and addressed to the United States or their Territories, 
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and deliverable at any of the respective offices of exchange, to be thence conveyed to 
tiielr destination, shall be registered at the office of mailing on the application of the 
person posting the same ; provided that the full postage chargeable thereon to desti- 
nation, together with a registration fee of five cents on each letter, be prepaid at such 
mailing office ; and provided also that such registration sliall not be compulsory, and 
shall not render the respective Post Office Departments, or their revenues, either jointly 
or separately, liable for the loss of such letters or packets, or the contents thereof. 

Akticle X. 

All such letters mailed in the interior of the United States or Vancouver's Island or 
British Columbia, respectively, shall be received, registered, and receipted for as 
directed in the general regulations issued in each countiy in regard to the registration 
of valuable letters, and shall be sent to the respective exch.'iiige offices for the purpose 
of being forwarded thence by the first mail. 

Article XL 

The respective exchange offices shall make a separate letter bill for each registered 
letter or parcel of registered letters originally mailed at said exchange offices, or sent 
to them, to be forwarded, as prescribed by the regulations referred to in the preceding 
article, and shall enter therein the name of the person addressed, and the post office to 
■which it is to be mailed for delivery. The postmaster of said exchange office wiU then 
inclose each such letter, or parcel of letters, in a separate package, which shall be oon- 
spicnonsly marked and plainly inscribed with the word " Registered.'* The letter bills 
of snch registered letters shall not be inclosed in the packages containing them, but 
shall be forwarded in a separate wrapper or envelope, sealed, and addressed to the 
postmaster of the office to which such registered letters were sent. 

* 

Articxe XII. 

On receipt of registered letters for delivery or dieftribution at either of the respective 
exchange offices, the postmaster of such receiving office will compare the letters with 
the bill, and indorse it " Correct," if found so ; or will note the error, if there be one, in 
the manner prescribed with regard to registered letters received from an inland post 
office. He will then fill up the corr'esponding return bill, noting upon it whether 
correct or otherwise, and will see that it is returned by the first mall thereafter to the 
exchange office of mailing. 

Article XIII. 

Registered letters received at either of the exchange offices and destined for an inland 
post office shall be forwarded in the same manner as other registered letters originally 
imdled at such office. 

Article XIV. 

The registration fee of five cents shall accrue to the United States Post Office Depart- 
ment upon all registered letters sent from the Umted States to Vancouver's Island or 
British Columbia, and in like manner the registration fee of five cents shall accrue to 
the Post Office Department of Vancouver's Island and British Columbia upon adl 
registered letters sent from Vancouver's Island or British Columbia to the United 
States. 

Article XV. 

The two Departments may, by mutual consent, make such detailed regulations as 
shall be found necessary to carry out the objects of this convention, and may modify 
the same firom time to time, as the exigencies of the service may require ; such regula- 
tions to terminate at any time on a reasonable notice by either Department. 

Article XVI. 

This convention shall go into operation on the 1st of July, 1870, and it may be 
annnUed at the desire of either Department, upon six months' previous notice. 

Done in duplicate, and executed in Washington the 9th day of June, 1870, and in 
Victoria the 25th day of July, 1870.

Postal convention between the United States of America and the Bepublic of Salvador. 

Article I. 

An exchange of mails shall hereafter take place between the United States of Amer- 
ica and the Republic of Salvador by the ordinary rontes of communication, via tiie 
IsthmuB of Panama, the Government of the United States to be at the expense of the 
transportation thereof between New York and Panamik and between San Francisco and 
Panama : and the government of Salvador to be at the expense of the transportatiom 
thereof between Panama and Salvador. 

Artiolb U. 

All mail matter transmitted in either direction between the reroective countries shaU 
be forwarded in closed bi^s, or pouches, under key or seal, addressed to the United 
States consul and resident mail agent at Panama, United States of Colombia, who ia 
hereby designated as the a^ent of the two governments for receiving the bags, or 
pouches, at that jport, from either direction, distributing and dispatching them to their 
destinations. Said consul and agent is hereby instructed to make up the mail for Sal- 
vador in separate bags, or pouches, under key or seal, addressed to San Salvador, and 
the ports of La Union and Ac^jutla, respectively. 

Article III. 

No accounts shall be kept between the Post Office Departments of the two countries 
on the correspondence exchanged between them ; but each country shall levy, collect, 
and retain its own postage on^, at the following rates, viz. : 

1. The postage to be charged and collected in the United States on each letter or 
parcel, not exceeding half an ounce (avoirdupois) in weight, addressed to or received 
£K>m Salvador, shall be ten (10) cents; and thiB postage to be charged in Salvador on 
each letter or parcel of like weight, stddressed to or received from the United States, 
shall be two (2) reals, (or twenty-five cents United States currency;) and each addi^ 
tional weight of half an ounce, or less than half an ounce, shall be charged an addi^ 
tional rate of ten (10) cents in the United States and two (2) reals in Salvador. 

2. The postage to be charged and collected in the United States on newspapers, un- 
sealed circulars, and other descriptions of printed matter, addressed to or received from 
Salvador, shall be two (2) cents on each newspaper, or unsealed circular, and one cent 
an ounce, or fraction of an ounce, on pamphlets, periodicals, books, and other kinds of 
printed papers ; and the postage to be charged and collected in Salvador on each news- 
paper, pamphlet, periodical, unsealed circular, book, or other article of printed matter, 
addressed to or received from the United States, shaU be at the rate of twelve and a 
half (12i^) cents (one real) per pound. Newspapers, pamphlets, periodicals, books, and 
other articles of printed matter must be sent in narrow bands, open at the sides or ends, 
and are to be subject to the laws and regulations of each country respectively, in re- 
gard to their liability to be rated with letter postage when containing iffcritten matter^ 
or for any other cause specified in said laws and regulations. 

Article IV. 

The Post Office Department of the two countries shall reciprocally return to each 
other, unopened and without charge, every three months, or more frequently, if practi- 
cable, all dead letters which from any cause cannot be delivered to their addresses in. 
the country to which they were sent. 

Article V. 

This arrangement shall go into operation on the first day of October, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy. It may be modified from time to time by mutual agree- 
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ment of the Post Office Departments of the two eonntriee, and it is to be eontinned in 
force until annulled by mntual conseni^, or by either Poet Office Departoienty after the 
expiration of three months' previous notice to the other of its intention to annul the 
jsame.

Postal convention bettveen the United States of Ameri^M and the colonial government of New 

Zealand. 

The undersigned, being thereunto duly authorized by their respective governments, 
liave agreed upon the following articles establishing and regulating the exchange oi 
ijorrespondence between the United States of America and the colony of New Zealand : 

Article L 

There shall be an exchange of correspondence between the United States of America 
and New Zealand, by means of the direct line of colonial mail packets plying between 
^n Francisco and said colony, as well as by such other means of direct mail steamship 
transportation between the United States and New Zealand as shall hereafber be estab- 
lished, with the approval of the respective Post Departments of the two countries, 
comprising letters, newspapers, and printed matter of every kind, originating in either 
country, and addressed to and deliverable in the other country, as well as correspond- 
ence in closed mails originating in New Zealand and destined for foreign countries by 
way of the United States. 

Article II. 

The post offices of New York, Boston, and San Francisco shall be the United States 
offices of exchange, and Auckland and Wellington the offices of exchange of the colony 
of New Zealand, for all mails transmitted under this arrangement. 

Article III. 

No accounts shall be kept between the Post Departments of the two countries upon 
the international correspondence, written or printed, exchanged between them, but 
each country shall retain to its own use the postages which it collects. 

The single rate of international letter postage shall be twelve cents in the United 
States, and sixpence in New Zealand, on each letter weiffhing half an ounce or less, and 
an additional rate of twelve cents (sixpence) for eacn additional weight of half an 
ounce, or fraction thereof, which shall, in all cases, be prepaid at least one single rate, 
by means of postage stamps, at the office of the mailing in either country. Letters un- 
paid or prepaid less than one foil rate of postage shall not be forwarded, but insuffi- 
ciently paid letters on which a single rate or more has been prepaid shall be forwarded,

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charged with the deficient postage, to be collected and retained by the Poet Depart- 
ment of the coantry of destination. Letters fully prepaid, received in either country 
from the other, shall be deliyered free of all charge whatsoever. 

The United States post office shall levy and collect to its own use, on newspapers 
addressed to or received from New Zealand, a postage charge of two cents ; and on all 
other articles of printed matter addressed to or received from New Zealand, a postage 
charge of four cents per each weight of four ounces, or fraction of four ounces. 

The post office of New Zealand shall levy and collect to its own use, on newspapers 
and other articles of printed matter, addressed to or received from the United States, 
the regular rates of domestic posta^^ chargeable thereon by the laws and regulations 
of the colony of New Zealand. 

Newspapers and all other kinds of printed matter are to be subject to the laws and 
regulations of each country respectively, in regard to their liability to be rated with 
letter postage, when containing written matter, or for any other cause specified in said 
laws and regulations, as well as in regard to their liability to customs duty under the 
revenue laws. 

Article IV. 

The United States office engages to grant the transit through the United States, as 
well as the conveyance by United States mail packets, of the correspondence in doiiaed 
mails which the New Zealand post office may desire to transmit, via the United States, 
to British Columbia, the British North American Provinces, the West Indies, Mexico, 
Central and South America, and at the following rates of United States transit postage, 
viz: 

For the United States territorial transit of closed mails f^om New Zealand for Mexico, 
British Columbia, Canada, or other British North American Provinces, when trans> 
mitted entirely by land routes, six cents per ounce for letter mails- and sixteen cents 
per pound for all kinds of printed matter. 

For the United States territorial and sea transit of closed mails from New Zealand for 
British Columbia or other British North American Provinces, Mexico, .Central and South 
America, or the West India Islands, when transmitted firom the United States by sea, 
twenty-five cents per ounce for letter malls, and twenty cents per pound for all kinds 
of printed matter. 

The New Zealand post office shall render an account to the United States post office, 
upon letter-bills to accompany each mail, of the weight of the letters, and also of the 
printed matter contained in such closed mails forwarded to the United States for trans- 
mission to either -of the above-named countries and colonies: and the accounts arising 
between the two offices on this class of correspondence shall be stated, adjusted, and 
settled quarterly, and the amounts of the United States transit charges found due on 
such closed mails shall be promptly paid over by the New Zealand post office to the 
United States post office, in such manner as the Postmaster General of the United 
States shall prescribe. * 

Article V. 

Prepaid letters from foreign countries received in and forwarded from the United 
States to New Zealand shall be delivered in said colony free of all charges whatsoever, 
and letters received in New Zealand from the United States addressed to New South 
Wales, or Australia, will be forwarded to destination, subject to the same conditions 
as are applicable to correspondence originating in New ZesJand, and addressed to those 
countries. 

Article VI. 

In the event of any of the Australian colonies not agreeing with New Zealand to 
contribute to the maintenance of any line of mail packets plying between Now Zealand 
and the United States of America, and subsidized by New Zealand, the New Zealand 
post office may require the United States post office not to forward by such subsidized 
packets any mails, letters, newspapers, or other articles addressed to such colony, and 
the New Zealand post office may refuse to transmit to their destination all mails, letters, 
newspapers, or other printed matter addressed to such colony, and received in New 
Zealand from the United States by such subsidized packets, and may refuse to forward 
to their destination by such subsidized packets, all mails, letters, newspapers, or other 
printed matter received in New Zealand from such colony, and addressed to the United 
States of America, or elsewhere. 

Article VII. 

The two Post Departments may by mutual agreement provide for the transmission 
of registered articles in the mail exchanged between the two countries. 

The register fee for each article shall be ten cents in the United States, and ■ 

in New Zealand. 
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Articxb VIII. 

The two Post Departments shall settle by agreement between them all measures of 
detail and arrangement required to carry this convention into execution, and may 
modify the same in like manner from time to time, as the exigencies of the service may 
require. 

Article IX. 

Every fully prepaid letter dispatched from one country to the other shall be plainly 
stomped with the words ^^Paid all" in red ink, on the right-hand upper corner of the 
address, in addition to the date stamp of the office at which it was posted; and on 
insufficiently paid letters the amount of the deficient postage shall be inscribed in 
black ink. 

Akticlb X. 

Dead letters, which cannot be delivered from whatever cause, shall be mutually re- 
turned without charge, monthly, or as frequently as the regulations of the respective 
offices will permit. 

Article XI. 

This convention shall come into operation on the first day of December, 1870, and 
shall be terminable at any time, on a notice by either office of six months.

Whereas the North Crerman Lloyd of Bremen, contractors for the conveyance of a 
weekly mail, on Saturdays of each week, by steamships of approved speed, from the 
port of New York to the ports of Southampton, England, and Bremen, Germany, under 
contract bearing date the 15th of April, 1870, have withdrawn their steamships from 
the said route, and have failed, since the 9th of July, 1870, to perform any of the weekly 
trips from New York to Southampton and Bremen, stipulated for by said contract ; and 
whereas the mail steamship service thus omitted by the said contractors has been sux>- 
plied, under a temporary arrangement, by the steamships of the Liverpool, New York 
and Philadelphia Steamship Company, transporting the mails on Saturdays of each 
week from New York to Queen stown and Liverpool, which company has proposed to 
enter into a permanent contract for the conveyance of the mails from New York to said 
I)ort8 on Saturdays of each week, and has from time to time urged the acceptance of 
the said proposal, the Postmaster Greneral delaying action thereon wifch the view of 
affording the North German Lloyd of Bremen reasonable time to resume the mail serv- 
ice stipulated for by said contract ; and whereas a period of more than two months 
has elapsed since the withdrawal from service of the steamships of the said North Ger> 
man Lloyd of Bremen, with no prospect of an early resumption thereof; and the best 
interests of the United States transatlantic mail steamship service require that thia 
condition of affairs should not continue : 

It is therefore ordered, in accordance with the stipulation made in said contract with 
the North German Lloyd of Bremen, that the same be, and it is hereby, annulled for 
repeated failures as aforesaid. And it is further ordered that a contract be entered 
into with the Liverpool, New York, and Philadelphia Steamship Company, (John G. 
Dale, agent,) for the conveyance of the mails by steamships of approved speed, from 
New York to Qoeenstown and Liverpool, on Saturdays of each week, for a term of two 
years, to commence on the 1st of October, 1870, and end on the 30th of September, 1872,. 
at the compensation allowed by law of the amount of sea postage on the mails con- 
veyed.

That, whereas the said Liverpool, New York and Philadelphia Steamship Company 
have been accepted in accordance with the provisions of the fourth section of the act of 
Congress approved June 14, 1858, and of the ninth section of the act of Congress ap- 
proved March 3, 1865, entitled " An act relating to the postal laws,'' as contractors to 
convey a weekly mail, by steamships of approved speed, from the port of New York to 
the port of Liverpool, (England,) calling at Qneenstown, (Ireland,) for the amount of 
sea postages on the mails conveyed, as full compensation for the service during a con- 
tract term of two years, commencing the Ist day of October, A. D. 1870, and ending 
the 30th day of Sentember, A. D. 1872: 

Now, therefore, the said Liverpool, New York and Philadelphia Steamship Company, 
contractors, and Thomas C. T. Buckley and James Stuart as sureties, do jointly and 
severally undertake, covenant, and agree with the United States, and do bind them- 
selves to transport a weekly mail from the port of New York to the port of Liverpool, 
(England,) calUng at Qneenstown, (Ireland,) by a line of first-class sea-going steam- 
ships of sufficient number to perform fifty-two outward trips per annum, &om the port 
of New York to the ports of Qneenstown and Liverpool, respectively, for and during 
the term of two years, commencing on the 1st day of October, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy. And the said contractors do further covenant and agree 
with the United States, and do bind themselves that the steamships employed shall in 
all respects be adapted to the service, and shall be kept up by alterations, repairs,' and 
additions, as the exigency may require ; and if not so kept up and maintamed, they 
may be rejected by the Postmaster General of the United StatcH, as not meeting the 
requirements of the service, and other satisfactory steamships required in their place. 
And the said contractors do further covenant and agree to transport, free of expense, 
a mail agent of the United States, to take charge of and arrange the mail matter, 
should the Postmaster General deem it expedient to appoint and employ agents on 
board the steamers, and to assign to such agents suitable accommodations for that 
purpose. And it is further covenanted and agreed by the said contractors, and they 
do bind themselves — 

First. To convey the mails from New York on Saturday of each week, and so convey 
until the day of sailing is altered, with the approval of the Postmaster General of the 
United States, and then to carry according to such altered schedule. 

Sec<md, To tran8X>ort the mails in a safe and secure manner, free from wet or other 
injury, in a separate apartment in each steamship, to be fitted up for the exclusive 
accommodation of the mail. 

Third, Tb take the mail, and every part of it, from the post office of New York, and 
to deliver it, and every part of it, into the post offices of Queenstown and Liverpool, 
respectively, or to such officers of the British post office as shall be authorized to re- 
ceive the same at either of those ports. They also undertake, covenant, and agree with 
the United States, and do bind themselves not to transmit, by themselves or their 
agents, or be concerned in transmitting commercial Intelligence more rapidly than by 
mail, and that they will not carry, or suffer to be carried, letters or newspapers out ot 
the mail ; and that they will not knowingly convey any person carrying on the business 
of transporting letters or other mail matter, without the special consent of the Post Office 
Department of the United States. And fui*ther, that they will convey, without ad- 
ditional charge, post office blanks, mail bags, and the occasional special agent, on the 
business of the Post Office Department exclusively, on the exhibition of his creden- 
tials. For which services, when performed, the Liverpool, New York and Philadel- 
phia Steamship Company are to be paid by the United States the amount of sea 
postages, as hereinbefore specified, in the currency of the United States, in quarterly 
payments, on receipt at the Post Office Department of satisfactory evidence of the per- 
formance of the outward trips, embraced in said payment. And it 1b hereby further 
stipulated and agreed that the Postmaster General shall have the power to determine 
this contract at any time, in case of its bein^ underlet or assigned to any other party, 
or for any violation of its provisions; and that he may annul the contract for repeated 
failures, for violating the post office laws of the United States, for delays and irregu- 
larities in the performance of the service, or for disobeying the instructions of the 
Department. And that this contract shall, in all its parts, be subject to the act of 
Congress approved the Slst of April, 1808, entitled ^^ An act concerning public con- 
tracts," so far as the provisions thereof shall apply thereto. 

It is hereby further mutually understood that this contract being for a Saturday mail 
only, the^right is reserved by the Post Office Department to dispatch mails from New 
York to other transatlantic ports by steamers of other lines sailing on the same day, 
and to the same or other transatlantic ports by steamers of other'lines sailing any 
other day of the week. 
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In witness whereof the said Postmaster General has caused the seal of the Post 
Office Department to be affixed hereto, and attested the same by his signature ; and 
&e said Liyerpool, New York and Philadelphia Steamship Company, by John G. Dale, 
agent, and their sureties, haye hereto set their hands and seals, the day and year first 
hereinbefore written.
